MANCHESTER

Commission to Consider Propo¬
sition for Complete New

Plant.

A general discussion as to the needs
of the city in the nature of water was In¬

dulged In by the Water Commissioners
last night In the office of Superintendent
8hnrp.
The discussion disclosed the facts that

the city -water works is in a bad -way.

The machinery Is "dead," or, at least,
'.'dying.'; from old age and Ion« service;
tile ? upply of water is insufficient, and
Is not clear, nnd the water tower itself
Is not as substantial as it looks.
Th·» iurthcr Information now glalncd is

that Ihn commission, to a unit, wants to

give to the city the 1-est service and
the best of water. To this end they
have agreed to consider certain propo¬
sitions from Engineer and Contractor
¦fjhlpman, of New York, who wishes to

supply the city with clear water, and to

put in an up-to-date plant, which, all

together, will not cost $40,000.
From the expression of opinion and

from the discussion of the members pres¬
sât. It was quite evident that two hltee

of a cherry- will not be taken, and that

when the time comes, which may be at

an early date, an entirely new plant
will be erected, with the electricity
écheme as a basis for supplying clear

water,
GREAT WASTE,

One cause of the Insufficiency of sup¬

ply was shown to be tho inordinate
waste. It was shown that citisene gen¬
erally use little economy In their use of

water, and that, there Is a great waste.

Which would help to keep the supply
ndetiuate, If abated.
Mr W. B. Bradley, chairman of tho

rinunce Committee of the City Council,
was present.

WORK ALMOST DONE.

State Education Board Engaged
in Adoption School Text-Books.
The State Board of Education yester¬

day put In a good day's work going over

and revising and approving tho lists of
books recommended by the School Book
Committees of the various cities and
towns of the State. When adjournment
was had late ln the afternoon tiie work
had been almost complete, there being
but a few county lists to be considered
to-day.
Each local Book Committee selected

from the mulltple list adopted some time
ago by the Stata- Board the text-books
considered best adapted to the use of the
schools In such city or county. The list
of hooks thus selected goes hack to the
State Board for final approval. For a

month now the local committees have
been working over their lists, and they
are now in the hands of Uie State Board.
It was stated last nisht by a memrer of
the board that few changes were round
necessary, and these were chiefly in the
cny.o of counties which had recommended
more books than permitted. The State
Board will reduce these to the proper
counties which adopted more than the
number. Strange, to say, several of the
requisite number of :books are those
whoso superintendents favored a single
book list.
All the members of the board were

present yesterday save the Governor, who
Is not in the city, and State Superintend¬
ent Southall, who Is attending court In
Amelia, having Important business there.
The full list of tho final adoption of

text-books for the next four years tçlll
he given out when the work has been
completed.
The reperesentatlves of many of the

publishers throughout the country are

in tho city to keep their houses Informed
of the work of the board, nnd to let
them know how their publications Jiave
la red.

STOVALL'S CANDIDACY.

Republican Congressional Aspi¬
rant in the Sixth District.

Several of the newspapers of the Stato,
Including the Republican dally at. Roa-
noke, have published the statement that
Mr. J. B. Stovali would bo a candidate
for Congress in the Fifth District against
Congressman Swanson. As a matter of
fact, Mr. Stovali holds his residence ln
Halifax county, which is In the Sixth
District, and If he ran for Congress at
all. |t would be In that district. He Is a

deputv collector of Internal revenue, con¬
nected with the Danville office, and this
fact has given rise to the mistaken Im¬
pression, Halifax Is his home, however.
Mr. Stovali has been prominent in Re¬
publican circles for many years, and Is
a rattling stump speaker and a very en¬

tertaining one.
Sixth District Democrats are not afraid

of his candidacy, however. So far as

known Mr. Swanson has no opposition
for the nomination, aud up to this time
none for re-election. With the single ex¬

ception of Mr. Jones, of the First Dis¬
trict, h« has served longer !» Cong er*

than any other member of the Virginia
delegation.
